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SAINTS AND SINNERS a 


Religion in all ages has! drawn a distinct and definite line 
between the saint and the sinner, and has left on record pictures, 
more or less distinct, of each; it would seem, however, as if these, as 
now rendered, were somewhat wanting in that cleayvness and severity 
of outline which comes from scientific knowledge. 

Is there, or is there not, a definite line of demarcation between 
the two states, so that each one of us can say and know scientifically 
(that is to the satisfaction of his intelligence as well as of his heart) 
that he is on the right path? 

There are times in all of our lives when we know that we are 
“saved”; there are times of doubt; and there are again periods when 
we know that we are wandering—sometimes wilfully, at other times 
from sheer inability to find the track from which we ignorantly 
strayed. Is there, as there surely must be, a definite, clearly enunci- 
ated law that we could obey at such times which would surely and 
safely lead us again into the path? 

Without such a safe-guard there is great danger of some men 
becoming self-deceived and believing themselves to be true disciples 
when they are not; while others who are Saints may morbidly doubt 
and fear, 

Tradition has handed down through the ages a scientific teach- 
ing side by side with the religious, and although Science has, for 
centuries past, been divorced from Religion, yet the teaching is 
accessible, and is at the present time being brought to the attention if 
of the awakening race. iy 

There is no space in these short, heart-to-heart talks to do more 
than point to this possibility. A further gate is opened to those who 
would know' more, through our Society. 

The line of demarcation for which we are looking centers in 
the individual Will; it is drawn right through it in such a way that 
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the will forms a sort of pivot upon which it revolves. If we picture 
a ship's compass it may well represent our Life as a whole. The 
needle is so adjusted that it can point freely to any part of the ship, 
according to the direction taken, though it always points to the same 
magnetic pole. 

A large portion of mankind live according to their impulses, 
with no thought of duty. Their needle is caused to point towards 
one desire after another, regardless of the line mapped out upon 
the chart which the ship should be steered to follow. Their lower 
will is active and unrestrained, while the higher will is sleeping or 
inactive. Thus they drift and never arrive at any port; they may 
hold themselves fortunate if they escape shipwreck endangering 
their own lives and those of others. These live for the present en- 
joyment and are on the wrong side of the line that divides the saint 
from the sinner. | 

Another class are not so shifting and helpless as the last but 
employ their wills to further their worldly interests although not in 
any other way; their needle points habitually towards the south 
instead of towards the north. These live for present profit and are 
on the wrong side of our line. 

Others use their will to correct in themselves certain imperfec- 
tions of which they are aware, but allow themselves to indulge 
in certain others that they favor although they know them to be vices 
and harmful as such. These live for present ease, and whenever we 
feel as they do, we are on the wrong side of the line and are victims 
of inertia. 

Yet others use their will-power in the service of various vices 
which they follow more or less passionately ; the greater the develop- 
ment of the will of these the further does it bear them away out of 
the true path. 

A great number of us make every effort to live good lives, and 
to use our Will to that effect; our difficulty is in our circumstances 
and environment. This too is an obstacle to be overcome gradually 
by constantly keeping the needle steadily pointed towards the good, 
the true and the beautiful—not neglecting any one of the three 
Many are apt to seek the good, and in a desultory way also the true, 
but they believe the beautiful to be beyond their reach. Or thev 
idealize the good and the beautiful without the strength that comes 
from Truth. The truly advanced person is large, broad and 
tolerant, with a many-sided view-point, but with a prow steadfastly 
pointed towards his ideal. 

There is a class of persons, steadily increasing in number today. 
who are perhaps in more danger than any of those in the groups 
mentioned. They have a will that has been cultivated and developed 
to a high degree, so that their whole nature is subjected to it and 
obeys its mandates. Instead, however, of pointing the needle to- 
wards the Divine, they direct all of this force towards the realization 
of material and selfish ends. They rejoice in their wealth and in the 


accomplishment of their proud ambitions, living entirely with a view 
to the present; but they are walking on the slippery edge of a preci- 
pice, and if their steps slide ever so little they will be hurled headlong 
into dissatisfaction, malignancy and black magic. The Psalmist 
speaks of these with powerful imagery in the seventy-third psalm. 

The last group of men of whom we shall speak is those who con- 

centrate all their powers upon the appearance of virtue; the impres- 
sion they labor to produce upon the world is one of superior sanctity, 
spiritual advancement and worth. These are hypocrites, and like 
the other groups live so as to reap as much as possible from the 
present, 
_ Here are seven groups of men, or seven attitudes of mind into 
which the best of us may stumble in a weak moment. They all have 
one point in common, and this point it was that dictated the present 
writing : they all live with a view to the present alone, or principally. 
Not duty but present impulses, worldly interests, indulgence, pas- 
sion, desire, slavery to the environment and to selfish aims with 
regard to the present life—all these build up a rugged line upon the 
face of our dial so that the needle can no longer swing freely, trie 
to the Diving Impulse, He who lives for the present alone, or 
chiefly, is mistaking the aim of life, and if he persists, he will surely 
find himself sooner or later shut into. one of the divisions we have 
indicated, on the wrong side of the line. 

When we find ourselves straying or weakening in the realization 
of our ideals let us remember the fleeting nature of the present and 
the ever-presence of the Eternal. 

“Live in the Eternal,” say the ancient Sages, “for the Eternal 
alone can come to thine aid.”

Very few theosophists are lucky enough to possess the first 
five volumes of The Theosophist magazine, which appeared under 
the editorship of Madame Blavatsky. This volume of nearly four 
hundred pages contains the best articles reprinted, and is well in- 
dexed. It treats of various subjects dear to theosophists. Person- 
ally we find the articles giving the personal experiences of several 
people with Mahatmas of the greatest value and interest. It is just 
this point which has been most -bitterly attacked and ridiculed; in- 
dependent evidence is therefore especially welcome. The book is

Half of what you 
think your bad Karma is due to a torpid liver, and pure blood and 
optimism go together. -Dr. Abrams’ book is a thoroughly scientific 
one, addressed primarily to the medical profession, but compre- 
hensible and instructive to the layman. The author is a recognised 
authority, and the work is in its fourth edition. Full directions for 
appropriate physical exercises are given. If you are as sick as we 
are of reading hooks on health written by people who are without a 
knowledge of the rudiments of physiology and who talk as if the 
solar plexus were a collapsible rubber tube, you will find this book 
most refreshing, and the information you will get will be knowledge, 
not bosh. 
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Salesmanship, Deportment and System; a Text-book for De- 
partment Store Service. Salesmen are of two kinds, those who go 
gunning after cųstomers and those who stand and wait, the travel- 
ing salesman and the shop salesman. This is a book for the man 
or woman who stands behind the counter, as well as fur those who 
have to employ them, It is full of suggestion as to the proper way 
of meeting customers, as well as of details on the handling of checks, 
cash, parcels, etc. Large department stores maintain an instructor, 
and the author was instructor in Wanamaker’s and other large 
stores in Philadelphia. We believe that every salesman or woman 
should study this book ard would find it an aid to advancement. 
Although we have never stood behind a counter, we appreciate it 
most fully from the customer's point of view.
